Some teens who 
engage in very risky behavior (unprotected sex, 
car racing, jumping off of high places, following 
dangerous “dares”, etc.) may in fact be indirect- 
ly exhibiting suicidal tendencies, even if they do 
not explicitly say they want to die. 
Unfortunately, if a teen is successful in killing 
him or herself - then it is too late to intervene. 
Many parents have recently, come to me and 
wondered how suicide can be ‘prevented. If you 
are sensitized to certain signs in your child, you 
can meke a great effort towards 
understanding and supporting 
your child, before their feelings of 
hopelessness escalate.

More on gas prices 

I am writing to voice my 
opinion on Belle Glade's extra- 
neously priced gas. I would 
think for a community of which 
it has been said experiences 
the lowest median income in 
the county, it would not be logi- 
cal for this same community to 
be charged approximately 50- 
75 percent more fr their gaso- 
line. Now, I do understand 
that the oil companies that 
supply this area may have 
more overhead in doing so, but 
charging $1.75 for premium 
gasoline is nonsense. 

These same companies 
understand that it would not 
be economically sound for 
patrons to drive 75 miles in a 
futile attempt to save money. It 
would totally defeat the pur- 
pose. This is precisely the rea- 
son they charge what they do. 

I know this is not the first 
time this subject has been 
brought to the public's atten- 
tion, but this will probably be 
the first time someone has pre- 
sented these companies with a 
realistic alternative. First, gas 
companies can easily solve this 
problem by increasing the price 
of gas in the more incorporated 
areas of the county while 
decreasing, in direct propor- 
tion, the grice of gas in the 
Glades. The gas companies 
would be much better off suck- 
ing their blood from the more 
well-to-do eastern section of 
the county than from those of 
us here in the Glades who can 
least afford it: So, the next 
time you're standing at the 
pump, keep your wooden stake 
ready.
